Gem of the Ocean But when the rac-
ers had spread their wings spinnaker
matching mainsail and balloon jibs
drawing forward and the white flyer
Columbia began to eat up the green
water between her and the challenger
drooping spirits began to rise and when
the yachts got on even terms about
half way home the bands began to play
and the people raised a cheer

As thy approached the finish line
Columbia leading by half a dozen
lengths all the pent up enthusiasm
burst forth About a quarter of a mil
before they reached the line the golden
boat blanketed the white one and for-
a moment she ran up alongside and it
looked as if she would be first home
Cheers died in patriotic throats-

It Was Columbias Race
Suddenly as the Columbia luffed off

and got her wind clear she forged
ahead and came tearing down like mad

enthusiasm broke out again with re-
doubled energy Efvery Yankee skipper
grabbed his whistle cord and made a
terrific noise and din Sirens waned
and the white steam Jets made it look
as If every ship in the fleet had broken
her steam chest

The Corsair J P Morgans steam
yacht threw her power Into smoke
Everybody cheered hen and women
jumped up and down for very Joy Not-
a few hats tossed into the air fell over-
board but their owners cared not The
Corsair set American flags at both
peaks gaffs and taff rail Soon the
whole fleet blossomed out in the na-
tional colors The Corsair went along-
side the defender and her crew gave
three cheers which the Yankee tars
aboard Columbia answered with bared
heads The whole fleet seemed anxious-
to escort the Columbia to her anchor
age

Meantime Shamrock had taken a tow
from her tender and hEel drawn out of
the ruck of the steamers Escorted by
the Eris which showed a big hole that
the revenue cutter Gresham had stove-
in her port quarter she headed for the

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Paris Sept 28 A Paris newspaper
correspondent sends word to the Fi
garo on the staff of which he is em
ployed that he has just returned from-
a Miss Helen M Stone of the
American board of foreign missions
who Is held toy brigands in a mountain-
ous region of Turkey

The correspondent writes that he
succeeded in locating Miss Stone in an
almost inaccessible mountain

chief of the outlaws permitted the
correspondent to see Miss Stone and
talk with her Miss Stone told her vis-
itor that she had been treated with ex-
ceeding courtesy ever since her cap
ture Two brigands were detailed to
act as her personal servants providing-
her with good food and showing her
every attention The brigands had in
tructions to obey her merest whim and

to Show with what degree of considera
tion she was treated she told the
newspaper man that having exhausted
all of the films of her kodak she had
said that she wished she had more
The desire was repeated to the chief
of the ibrigands who at once posted a
courier off to Constantinople to secure-
a supply for her This meant a week
of steady traveling by mule over dan
gerous and rocky mountain paths

The leader of the brigands told the
correspondent that unless a ransom of

100000 was forthcoming within thirty
days Miss Stone would either be put to
death or compelled to marry one of the
bandits It is believed that the bandit
will keep his word

The situation recalls the capture by
these some brigands In the same region
six years ago of Mme Gerard Trinc
vllle a beautiful French woman who Is
now a Carmelite nun Through the dis
honesty of a Turkish official by whom
the ransom was negotiated the money
failed to reachthe bandits The lovely
French girl was therefore forced to
oecome the wife of a member of the
outlaw gang She was rescued seven
months later In a battle In which her
father killed her bandit husband
